—The Committes on Superintendence of
the Fairmount Park Oommission will meet on
Thureday next to consider the proposals
whioh, up to yesterday, were received at the
office of the commission for the running of
properly constructed and safe steamers on
the Schuylkill river within the bouadaries of
Fairmount Park.

—Mayor Fox yesterday received a telogram

—The Finance Committee held a meating
Inst evening. The bill to appropriate $100,-
000 for the improvement of Broad street was
reconsidered, and it was agreed to increasec
the amount to $500,000,

—The ship Research, 1459 tons, Captain 8,
Mosher, laden with from 8000 to 9000 barrels
of coal oil, left this port on Satarday, bound
onlward for Antwerp, While in tow of the
City Ioe Boat on Saturday last she strack on a
sunken rock known as the “‘Kettle Bottom,"
near Marous Hook, and sunk in about 12 feat
of water. The vessel was very heavily laden,
drawing abont 23 feet of water, and was un-
manageable owing to the high winds prevail-
ing at the time, There were no accidents to
uny of tho crew,

—Three men, supposad Lo be thieves, have
been for several dnys acting saspicionaly
sbout the doors of cily banks, evidently
walehing for sn opportunity Lo snatch money
from the hands of depositora.

It is hoped that eiti-
zeng of each conniry resident In the other will
joln the committee in the place of their tempo-
ra?' domiclle.

he necessily for the establishment of some
guch society bes forced itsell on several of the
romoters of the committee, who have been
ately in the United States. The lamentable
igporance of contemporary American history
which exisfs in ngland even amongst
othewise well-instruet politiclans! is too
notorious; and the case is much the same in
the United States with reference to Great
Britain, Upon all questions in controversy be-
tween the two countries, the facts and arguments
which form the strength of the case on each
side are, for all practical purposes, unknown in
the other. It Is fruitless to inquire how this
came Lo pass:; il is clear that it Is dangerous to
allow euch a state of things to coatinue.
Hence the present effort, which the promoters
are confident may be made the instrament of
spreading sounder viewe, and of bringlog to-
wether cltizens of each country outslde of the
range of party polltles.

The work of the Eoglish committee for the
present will be confined to the publication ef
carefully prepared statements upon the ques-
tions at issue, which are epecified In the Presi-
dent's meesage, and to entering into corres-
pondence with citizens of the United Btates
who may be ready to join in ihe work of hearty
reconclliation between the two countries.

It Is belleved thai other methods of forward-
ing this general object will open out, of which
the committee will be able to avall themselves
in due course.
